The  owners  would  divide  72.21  acres  into  15  lots,  each  with  an  individual 
water  and  sewer  system.  Six  existing  wells  on  the  property  indicate  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  is  available  on  the  property. 
Percolation  rates  and  groundwater  data  submitted  indicate  the  lots  on  the 
property  meet  or  exceed  minimum  standards  with  respect  to  subsurface  sewage 
disposal . 

Bridger  Creek  forms  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  subdivision.  The  four  lots 
platted  along  the  creek  range  from  2.958  to  7.570  acres  in  size.  Individual 
sewage  systems  can  be  located  300  or  more  feet  from  the  creek  on  each  of 
these  lots. 

The  proposed  action  would  be  to  grant  certified  subdivision  approval.  The 
environmental  review  process  did  not  indicate  a significant  environmental 
impact  from  the  proposed  action.  This  division  action  is  not  considered 
significant.  Alternatives  available  to  this  division  are  as  follows: 

a.  Grant  certified  subdivision  approval  as  submitted.  The 
information  contained  in  the  submittal  indicates  that 
consideration  should  be  given  to  this  alternative.

These  22  lots  are  a part  of  the  proposed  Arrow  Island  Subdivision,  which 
would  eventually  divide  572  acres  into  155  lots.  An  environmental  impact 
statement  was  prepared  and  circulated  in  January  1973,  and  a tmal  state 
ment  prepared  and  circulated  in  March  1973.  Questions  remained  unaswered 
with  respect  to  groundwater  levels,  water  supply,  solid  waste  disposal 
and  road  construction. 

A new  application  has  been  submitted  requesting  the  removal  of  the  sanitary 
restriction  on  the  22  lots  only.  Tests  conducted  by  Northern  Testing 
Laboratories  indicate  these  lots  have  a groundwater  regime  compatible 
with  subsurface  sewage  disposal.  Cisterns  have  been  proposed 
as  a means  of  supplying  domestic  water,  and  the  services  of  a 
hauler  are  available.  A trash  and  garbage  collection  service  would  serve 
the  area.  Roads  within  the  proposed  subdivision  would  be  maintained  by 
the  county  of  Yellowstone,  which  would  prevent  sedimentation  of  surface 

waters . 
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The  proposed  action  would  be  to  remove  the  sanitaiy  restriction  from  the 
22  lots.  The  environmental  review  process  did  not  indicate  a signiric^t^ 
environmental  impact  from  the  proposed  action.  The  soil  and  \srater  conditions 
are  suitable  for  individual  water  and  sewer  systems  without  cont^ination 
of  surface  or  groundwater.  The  City- County  Planning  Board  has  given 
their  approval  to  this  subdivision. 


Alternatives  available  to  this  division  are  to  remove  the  sanitary 
restriction  from  the  property  or  refuse  to  remove  the  sanitary  restriction 
from  the  property.

In  the  proposed 
project,  test  x^^ell  data  indicates  six  to  eight  feet  of  heavy  plastic 
clays  over  30  feet  of  very  fine  silt,  sand  and  gravel.  The  sands  and 
gravels  yield  water  of  poor  quality.  The  Bearpaw  Shale  under  the 
alluvial  deposits  will  not  yield  usable  water.  Drilled  wells  would  have 
to  penetrate  this  shale  and  extend-  into  sandstone  of  the  underlying 
Judith  River  Formation.  This  vrauld  require  a drill  depth  of  150  to  175 
feet.  The  Judith  River  Formation  is  extensively  faulted  in  the 
planned  subdivision,  resulting  in  water  quality  that  is  lower  than  in  areas 
south  and  west.  Hoiv'ever,  the  water  quality  is  generally  adequate  for 
domestic  use. 
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As  in  most  areas  with  stratified  sui'face  material,  the  soil  is  quite  varied. 
This  is  evidenced  by  the  wide  range  of  percolation  rates.  On  some  lots, 
percolation  holes  xvrere  dug  through  the  heavy  clays  to  the  silts,  sands 
and  gravels  below  giving  satisfactory  percolation  rates.  On  other  lots, 
the  heavy  clay  layer  was  too  thick  to  drill  a satisfactory  test  hole. 

The  proposed  action  would  be  to  remove  the  sanitary  restriction  from  the 
property.  Three  alternatives  are  available  to  this  division: 

a.  Remove  the  sanitary  restriction  from  the  subdivision  as  sub- 
mitted. Because  of  soil  conditions  described  above,  this 
division  finds  this  alternative  unacceptable. 

b.  Refuse  to  remove  the  sanitary  restriction  on  all  the  lots.  Tlie 
Environmental  review  process  did  not  indicate  the  division  can 
justify  this  action. 

c.  Remove  the  sanitary  restriction  from  portions  of  the  subdivision 
appearing  to  meet  minimum  standards  regarding  water  supply 
systems  and  sewage  disposal  systoms. 

At  this  time,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  division  that  all  wells  must  be 
sufficiently  deep  to  penetrate  the  Bearpaw  Shale  and  enter  the  Judith 
River  Sandstone.  Due  to  soil  conditions  and  designs  presented,  sanitary 
restrictions  cannot  be  removed  on  Lots  1,  2,  3 of  Block  2;  Lots  2,  3,  9, 

10,  11,  12  of  Block  3;  Lots  5,  6,  7,  8,  9 of  Block  4.  Due  to  lack  of 
soil  information,  sanitary  restrictions  cannot  be  removed  on  Lots  1 and 
2 of  Block  1. 

This  division  action  is  not  considered  significant  on  the  remaining  29 
lots.

MPM,  Yellowstone  County,  Montana. 

The  owners  would  create  a 12-lot  subdivision,  the  lots  ranging  in  size 
from  2.554  acres  to  3.508  acres.  Cisterns  are  proposed  for  domestic 
water  supply.  The  services  of  a conmercial  water  hauler  are  available 
and  a potable  water  supply  is  available  from  the  city  of  Laurel,  which 
is  a designated  water  distribution  center.  Two  private  garbage- trash 
hauling  contractors  operate  in  the  area. 

The  soils  are  generally  clays  and  silty  clays  with  permeability  ranging 
from  moderate  to  very  slow.  The  large  size  of  the  lots  will  enable  a 
septic  tank  drainfield  to  be  located  on  an  acceptable  site.  GroundTvater  can 
rise  above  six  feet  from  the  surface  during  the  irrigation  season.  The 
property  has  been  flood  irrigated  in  the  past,  but  this  practice  should 
cease  with  the  development  of  the  property. 

The  proposed  action  would  be  to  grant  certified  subdivision  approval. 

The  environmental  review  process  did  not  indicate  a significant  environ- 
mental impact  from  the  proposed  action.  This  division  action  is  not  con- 
sidered significant.  Altematives  available  to  this  division  are  as 
follows : 


a.  Grant  certified  subdivision  approval  as  subnitted.  The  information 
contained  in  'the  submittal  indicates  that  consideration  should 
be  given  to  this  alternative.
